PLANTATION SHADOWS. 


_ A Southern writer includes the follow- 
ing in a letter on life in Mississippi as i 
is to-day: 


Let us draw a rough picture of th 


ordinary Southern plantation home a 
one finds it to-day, eighteen years sine 
the close of the war. It is usually a 
stately two story structure, pillared in 
front, rarely ornate as to architecture 
and with rather an expressive air of aris- 
tocratic comfort. 
But examine it closer 


with more attention to detail! The paint 
is worn off, and long weather marks cross 
its front. 
The cornices and mouldings 


are fast rotting to decay. Here and there 
in the upper story is a brokou window. 


1 he shingles are moss grown, and the 


chimney is rough edged from disintegra- 
tion of mortar and brick. 
The great 


Iront yard of several acres, which used to 
reach out far before this antique dwell- 
ing to the street or roadway, has been cut 
m twain by a cross feuce, reducing it to 
half its old area. The rows of trees are 
rough and untrimmed. 
Ducks, geese, 


pigs and a -gaunt horse wander through 
the dooryard, making its surface like that 
of a pasture.

EMIGRATION FEOM ENGLAND AND 


IEELAND, 


The emigration from England, Scot- 


land and Ireland was greater last year 
than in any year since 1853. 
And "the 


most remarkable tiling about the exodus 
of 1882, as compared with the earlier 
year, was that the majority of the emi- 
grants, were English. 
In the three years 


from 1853 to 18.jy, inclusive, the propor- 
tion of Irish emigrants to the whole emi- 
gration from the United Kingdom was 
01 per cent, while in 1882 it had fallen 
to 30 per cent. 
In the earlier years the 


proportion of emigrants from England 
was only 30 per cent., whereas in 1882 it 
was 58 per cent. 
Scotch emigration, 


which was only 9 per cent. 30 years ago, 
rose to 12 percent last year. 
Kngland 


and Scotland therefore furnished 70 per 
cent of the emigrant of 1882. 
So far as 


trade and manufactures were concerned, 


i hist year was not an unprosperous one it! 


England, but the depression of the agri- 
cultural interest still continues, and*" is 
likely to be chronic. 
At best, a reason 


of full agricultur.il prosperity, wherein 
the conditions faun-

land.

industries wages are still so low ch.it 
operatives aie apt to look on this republic 
as the land of promise. Only lack of 
money to pay their ocean passage and give 
them a start in the new country prevents 
them from seeking the United States in 
far greater numbers than come now. In 
Ireland there is a much smaller popula- 
tion lo draw upon. 
It has already been 


enormously reduced by the unparalleled 
emigration of the last thirty years. There- 
fore, though Ireland's share of the total 
emigration may have so largely decreased 
of late, it is still remarkably great in 
proportion to the whole number of in- 
habitants. 
Of course, the vast majority 


of the emigrants came to the United 
States. The number is even greater 
than 
the emigration statistics 
of the 


British government indicate. Last year, 
it appears, the proportionate increase in 
emigration to Canada was larger than in 
that to this country. 
But Canada, it 


must be remembered, was only a stopping 
place on the way to the United States 
for a very large share of those emigrants. 
One of the chief sources from which we 
get emigrants is the Dominion to the 
north of us.—New York Sun.

interest, as intricate as .-. big New Eng- 
land factory. 
Yet the planter scarcely 


ever keeps a set of plantation books. His 
costly implements of cotton culture- 
ploughs, 
harrows and cultivators 
are 


constantly seen rusting in the fields, just 
wh-jre the negro hinds have left them 
months before. 
He may be staggering 


under an annual interest charge, "yet he i 
must have his horses for pleasure, his i 
costly guns, and expensive double wagons, 
to be worn out quickly on rough rutted 
roads, upon which a Yankee millionaire 
would scarcely use a buckboard.

The young planters, too, seem to think 


it essential to human existence that they 
should "treat" frequently, gamble a little 
and buy a few lottery tickets each year 
(I may add parenthetically just here that 
the Louisiana State Lottery is one of the 
economic banes of the whole Mississippi 
Valley merely from its effects on charac- 
ter.) 
To sum up the whole thing in a 


sentence, this ancestral and misguided

an effective portrait of Cardinal Manning, 
which illustrates a sketch of his life and 
character, by C. Kegan Paul, the author 
)f the recent Century article on Cardinal 
Newman. 
Of Cardinal Mannin^ he savs 


n part : 


Cardinal Manning is in his seventy- 


burth year. He is the son of the late 
William Manning, M. P. and Governor of 
he Bank of England, and was educated 
at Harrow and Ifaliol, migrating thence, 
after taking the highest honors, to become 
a Fellow of Merlon. He is a typical 
mblic school man, and could scarcely 
lave been at any but a fashionable public 
chool. 
Men who have not had such 


raining may have courtly manners, may 
e thorough men of the world ; those ed- 
cated at home may have equal, SOIIK- 
irncs more, erudition; but the combina- 
ion of learning wore lightly like a flower, 
real frankness of manner with power 
f reticence when needed, aptness for 
eing at home in any society, from the 
ough to the courtier, and simple uncon- 
cious ease, are generally to be found 
mong Englishmen only in those educated 
t our first-class public schools. Those 
ere the qualities which, joined with his 
irth and his father's position, gave him 
ven as a very young man, a commanding 
iflucnce in Oxford society, which raised 
im to be Archdeacon of Chichester at 


the early age of thirty-two, and which 
have made him so great a power in hi; 
own communion since he joined it. 
They 


have also given him influence 
among 


various classes of 
society, 
especially 


among the great, so that his brother-in- 
law, 
the late Bishop of Winchester, 


smarting under the desertion of his friend, 
and unable to deny himself the use of epi- 
gram, callad him the "apostle of the gen- 
tecls." 
He became Rector of Lavington 


and Graffham in Sussex 
in 1834, 
and 


married the youngest Miss Serjeant, one 
of the co-heiresses of the Lavington prop- 
erty, two other sisters having married 
Samuel Wilberfotcc, afterward Bishop, 
and Henry Wilberforce, his brother.

Manning survived her marriage but

Martincau, Mr. Frederick Harrison, and 
Professor Huxley,— he has also taken part 
in the social life of London to such an ex- 
tent that there is hardly a philanthropic 
work in which he could consistently co- 
operate wherein he has not been a sharer.

Cardinal Manning's name .will be found 
on the roll of those who have helped the 
fusion.

A careful review of this question of 


sewage disposal, for Bristol, leads me to 
the conclusion that there is no less ob- 
jectionable plan, than that of discharg 
into the river near the canal basin, avaii 
able within a reasonable cost. 


The town is favorably situated for 


simple and economical system of drain 
age. 
Nearly all the area east of th 


canal can be conveniently gathered to a 
common point at the lower end of the 
town, and that portion of the area whicl 
will soon need drainage, west of the canal 
may be drained to the same point or to 
a point in the near neighborhood. 


It is impracticable to define in detail a 


scheme best suited to your needs, or to 
give sizes or grades of sewers, without 
more complete information than.is now 
available.

The school seems to have 
attract '•(! considerable attention, but we 
can ca'ily imagine how silly such artificial 
exercise must have scorned to those whose 
backs u:hed from their daily work. Lit- 
tle pri pared were our New Kngland 
parents to understand that, by this kind 
of exeicise, backs and limbs could be de- 
veloped that would easily carry burdens 
which untrained muscles would groan 
under. 
This same popular ignorance ex- 


ists to-day. The majority still believe 
that h.ird manual labor affords better ex- 
ercise ihau can any system of artificial 
gynma'.tic* ; whereas, instead of the 
ccjuolh developed elastic body resulting 
from (.'Mmuisium training, we have in the 
labnreis a stiff-jointed, clumsy, ill-pro- 
portionad body.

less, li is ueon great gain in the popular 
estimation of its advantages, as isslicmn 
by the ilmost countless systems that have 
reccivi'd ephemeral patronage.

Terrible Eud of • Ball on Shipboard. 


[The following article was translated 


for and pi inted in the Pennsylvania In- 
qwrer, now the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, 


many yeari ago, and at the time attracted 
a great d ;al of attention. 
It describes 


an event tiiat still lives in the memory of 
people who have read or who have heard 
of the terrible disaster, and it is here 
republishe 1, by request, in order that our 
present readers may see that which so 
interested their ancentors and predeces- 
sors.] 


The following vivid account of the 


sinking of the Royal George, with a ball 
in full activity on board, is from the, 
"Forty-eitbt Years Memoirs of a Con- 
stitutional Officer," as extracted into the 
November number of a German monthly, 
the Meyei's Monatiliitft<i, 
published in 


New York. It will be recollected that 
the Iloyal George was commanded by 
Admiral Kemperfeldt, aged 
seventy. 


Between eight hundred and nine hundred 
persons perished, of whom three hundred 
were women and children. 


In the summer of 1782, the Iloyal 


George, a stately three-decker of eighty- 
four guns, after an absence of two years 
on a foreign station, cast anchor in Spit- 
head road1 , At the end of a week, which 
had been < mployed in removing all traces 
of her long voyage, and in a thorough 
cleansing, the captain issued invitations 
to the officers of the fleet in the Spit- 
head wateis, and to the nobility and gen- 
try of I'oi tsmoutb, for a grand ball on 
board. 
Tue interior of the upper deck, 


freshly painted from stem to stern, and 
elegantly decorated, appeared like a 
floating palace. 


The appointed hour for the commence-

yawning gulf, and all was silent. 


A few moments sufficed to complete 


the terrible catastrophe. From all the 
neighboring vessels boats were sent out 
.to attempt to save some of the drowning 
hundreds, but the vast whirlpool caused 
by the sinking ship prevented a near ap- 
proach. Only a few of the most experi- 
enced sailors, who climbed to the roast, 


as the Royal George for the last time 
heaved erect, were enabled to save them- 
selves by swimming. 
All the rest, in the 


midst of a jubilee of pleasure, fell a prey 
to the yawning sea. 


SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


On February 10th a meteoric 
stone 


weighing a hundred pounds fell near the 
Italian village of Alfianello, causing a 
shock like that of a slight earthquake. 
The stone entered the ground some seven 
feet.

very injurious by Dr. K. H Bakewell. 
Instead of allowing the optic nerves 
the perfect rest afforded by darkness, 
the light keeps them in perpetual stimu- 
lation, with the result of causing the brain 
and the rest of the nervous system to suf- 
fer. 


A striking illustration of the value of 


systematic exercise in expanding the chest 
has been given by Dr. Cathcart, of Edin- 
burgh. At a certain boys' school, where 
regular exercise was compulsory, it was 
found that new pupils fourteen years of 
age had an average chest measurement of 
29.3 ; those of fifteen measured 30.10 , 
of sixteen, 32.0 , and of eighteen, 32.5. 
Pupils of the same ages who had been a'i 
the school for a considerable time meas- 
ured 30.C, 32.1, 34.2, 30.8, and 30.8. 


The question is now asked whether the 


increasing transfer of iron from the earth's 
interior to the surface can have any influ- 
ence upon the weather. It seems that, at 
least, the vast masses of iion that are be- 
ing spread out in railways, bridges, etc., 
must affect the electric cunents which 
move about the earth. 


According to Tyndall, not more than 


one-hundredth part of the heat evolved in 
an ordinary gas flame i^ converted into 
light. To. increase the illuminatjiig power 
means must be sought to raise the tem- 
perature of tlie carbon particles to which 
the light is due.

oning.

though the faculty of feeling pain is slow- 
ly developed, and is clearly indicated only 
after the child has readied the age of four 
or five weeks, smell and taste are not 
distinguishable in newborn infants , hear- 
is perceptible in tho fust, or—at latest— 
the second day of life, light is quickly 
perceived immediately after 
birth, but 


evidences of complete \ isual power do not 
appo.ir for four or five weeks, and it is 
onlj after four or five months that colors 
are clearly distinguished. 


One of Pi of. Simon Neivcomb's latest 


pipeis is a discussion of all the transits of 
Mercury hitherto observed, in which he 
decides that Leverricr's theory of the ex- 
istence of unknown

In view of late uses—or misuses—made 


of djnimite, and tlie inaccuracy of many 
statements coiiceining it, Prof. Proctor's 
E.nmi.l&{(je reminds its readers that "the 
base of this extremely powerful explosive 
is nitro-glycerine—sometimes known as 
nitioleum—which is an amber like fluid 
discoveied by Sobrcro in 1847. 
Nitro- 


glycerine itself is made by adding glycer- 
ine, iu a manner not necessary to partic- 
ularize, to a compound formed of one part 
of nitiic acid and two parts of sulphuric 
acid. 
This terrible agent is known as 


glonoin oil, and is a yellow oily liquid, of 
specific gravity ranging from 1.525 to 
l.C. It has a pungent taste, and but one 
drop placed on the tongue induces intense 
pain of the spine. Sobrero when he dis- 
covered this fluid, was a student at the 
famous Pelouze observatory, Paris. 
He 


did nothing to develop his discovery; 
but Alfred Nobel, s Swede being in want 
of a new blasting agent, experimented 
with the new liquid, known to be highly 
explosive, and by adding other ingredi- 
ents obtained the now well known dyna- 
mite. 
This, as usually manufactured, 


is composed of infusorial earth, porcelain 
earth, coal dust, siliceous ashes, etc., and 
all this base has to be saturated in a cer- 
tain proportion with the nitro-glycerine. 
The process of manufacture is dangerous, 
and the cost about four times that of 
gunpowder, while its power is, perhaps, 
ten times greater. 
Besides dynamite 


other explosive compounds have been 
made from nitro-glycerine, such as dual- 
line, a combination of wood gunpowder 
soaked with this terrible oil, while litho- 
fracteur consists of fifty parts of nitro- 
glycerine, thirty of silex, twelve of coal 
dust and two of sulphur. Then there are 
varieties known respectively as colonia 
powder, lignose, sebastine, heracline, and 
fulmiuatine."
